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^ i measuring an optical rotation of a solution sample; 

ii treating the solution sample with a reactive agent that is reactive with the material 
and is sufficient to alter the optical rotation of the sample; 

iii measuring the optical rotation of the sample after the treatment with the reactive 
agent; and 

iv calculating the concentration of the material by reference to a suitable standard. 

2 (Once Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the concentration of the 
material is measured in a sugar solution.
